Then some ‘will leave off 
nitrate of soda on part, and see 
what effect it will have, and other 
experiments will be conducted 
with a view to seeing what effect 
the different methods have upon 
the yield. It may take several 
years to leara exactly what plans 
of cultivation and fertilizing pay 
best, but such knowledge is worth 
getting 1f it took many years to 
got it.

Last year’s collections from the cor- 
porations were about $250,000. 

The government taxes corporations 
@t the rate of 1 per cent, on all of their 
net income that is in excess of $5,000, 
So far, about 6,000 corporations have 
made returns to Mr. Jackson. This 
Probably is 1,000 more than made re- 
turne last year, 

The collection of $350,000 in corpora- 
tion tax will show that the net income 
Over $5,000 of Georgia corporations 
during last year was $35,000,000. Last 
year's collection showed that the cor- 
porate income was $25,000,000. An in- 
crease of $100,000 in taxes would indi- 
cate an increase of $40,000,000 in net 
income, 

The increase in taxes will be due 
partly to a more systematized collec- 
tion of the tax and partly to an in- 
crease In the number of corporations 
in Georgia and the business they do. 

All corporations were required to 
make returns to the government by 
March 31, These returns were a state- 
ment of what business they did last 
year. Taxes must be paid by the end 
of June, which will be the end of the

Leon McCord, associate mem- 
ber of the Alabama Railroad Com- 
mission, was assaulted and bruised 
abont the face and head by P. B.

Supreme Court Decides 
Against Negro K, P’s,

Negro Pythians of Alabama will 
be compelled to hunt a pow fame, 
new banners, eusigns, emblems 
and mottoes, under a decision of 
the Alabama supreme court Thurs- 
day affirming the decision of 
Special Chancellor J. M, Chilton, 
of Montgomury, which virtually 
enjoins the negro grand lodge of 
Knights of Pythias from using 
the name of the Caucasian Grand 
Lodge of Kuights of Pythias of 
Alabama. The proceedings were 
entered by the white grand lodge 
in the chancery court of Mont- 
gomery, and Judge Chilton was 
designated to sit hevause of the 
inccmpetency of Cancelor L. D. 
Gardner, who isa Pythian, Judge 
Chilton overruled the demurrerg 
of the negro lodga, thereby gsus- 
taining tho bill and its prayer. 

The negro fraternal order} is 
known as the Grand Lodge Koights 
ot Pythias, of North and South 
America,and many other coun-« 
tries on the globe. The decision 
of the supreme court will bo of 
interest to the thousands of Pyth- 
ians throughout Alabama who 
have been deeply interested in the 
efforts to restrain the negroes 
from using their name and other 
insignia. The point made by the 
white Pythians was that for both 
organizations to have the same 
name, banners, etc., meant con- 
fusion, and the white lodge, hay- 
ing Leen incorporated long ahead 
of the negro lodge; had precedence.
